It is no secret that one of the Unions is trying to get a foothold in this Community. They have tried on atlie 

occasions and have found that the citizens of Elba, including both businessmen and our employees, do not 
welcome them with enthusiasm because of violence and threats that go along wherever they operate. On one 
occasion and for a few months, Elba had the bad experience of too much Union influence and activity and 
knows what this can do to discourage industry locating in our town: 

We are quoting below a couple of communications that have heen sent fo our employees stating our positien:

TO THE EMPLOYEES OF DORSEY TRAILERS, INC. To The Employees Of Dorsey Trailers: 

Dorsey Trailers is a young company which has come a long way since jts 
inception, We are now struggling to retain our business and get more 
business against large and wealthy competitors, Whatever success we 
have had in the past we owe ina large part to each of you employees who 


have been loyal to the campany and have done your utmost to produce 
and sell a god product. 


Gentlemen: 


It has come to my attention that a Representative or Representatives of 
a Labor Union are contacting our employees to obtain authorization to 
represent them as a bargaining agent. 


Those of you who were with the Company when we had a Union will re- 
call the disastrous affect suffered by all of us during the short time the 
union was acting for the employees as a bargaining agent. 


Our company has grown and with its growth the employees have bene- 
fited by increased wages, decreased hours, vacation benefits, profit-char- 
ing benefits, retirement benefits, ete. NO UNION GOT THESE BENE- 
FITS FOR YOU. Your loyal suppert of the company, your increased ef- 
ficiency and your devotion to your particular jabs were the cause for 
your getting these benefits. YOU GOT THEM FOR YOURSELF: You 
got them without paying dues and other assessments to a union. You wil] 
continue to receive a periodic Wage increase, more company profits, 
greater pension and msurance benefits and your income will grow along 
with the growth of the company. DON’T PAY DUES AND ASSESS- 
MENTS TO A UNION who can only TRY to get what YOU can get with- 
out any cost by yaqur continued loyalty to Dorsey, 


At present, and without the assistance of any union or bargaining agent, 
you are now receiving fifty percent of manufacturing profits, a pension 
plan which is worth in excess of a half million dollars, your life insurance 
is paid by the Company, your hospital insurance premiums are paid by 
the Company, you have paid vacations. All of this belongs to you under 
the PRESENT program. 


The profit - sharing and other benefits paid by your Company equalled 
thirty - three percent of the base wages paid employees during the past 
year. This means that an employee whose base rate was $1.46 per hour 
actually earned $1.94 per hour. All of this without any contribution on 
your part. We also have a grievance committee selected by the employees 
themselves. ‘ 


Don’t be mislead by the claim of some foreigner union representative of 
what a union can do for you. If a union is certified as the bargaining re- 
presentative of Dorsey employees, the law requires only that Dorsey ba r- 
Bain in geod faith. It is the privilege of Dorsey to commenee negotiating 
a ecntract covering wages, hours and working conditions by startine 
from seratch. That is to say, Dorsey can offer the union to pay all of the 
employees only what the law requires ($1.00 per hour) and nothing more. 
It is possible that after the contract is negotiated, you may be receivine 
less, the same or more in hourly rates, vacation benefits, pension and in. 
surance benefits and profit sharing plan. There is no guarantee under 
the law that you will even recoive the same thing that you are now re- 
ceiving. 


I think Gur men should consider whether it is necessary for them to pay 
Some outsider every month for the privilege of working at Dorsey Trail- 
ers, or whether any union can do as much for you as we are doing now. 
We feel that we have always made a better bargain for our men than any * 
outsider could, we have never had to bargain AGAINST our men and we 
don’t expect to bepin now.
